Love tangles apd indiscretions continue to fill 
up the columns of the papers, and nearly all with 
the same sad ending, sometimes for both the man 
and the woman but always for the woman. 
Whether there is more of that sort of thing going 
on nowadays or whether it gets more publicity in 
the papers, is hard to guess, but it is probably a 
little of both. A particularly sad case ended up 
in San Francisco yesterday, as noted in the papers 
last night, wherein another broken-winged bird 
ended her ill-directed flight. It was the old. old 
story of an unfaithful lover and a foolish girl: 
the one without principle, the other crfving the 
glow of the uncertain and the glitter of question- 
able gaiety. Will the poor creatures never learn 
the folly of trying to walk upon the shadows of 
stars in the dangerous waters? Can they not un- 
derstand that only rocks that bruise. and cruel, 
wounding thorns are found along the deceptive 
road so many unfortunates are following? Every 
time we read of such a tragedy we wonder if the 
home life has not been partly to blame. Did the 
mother carefully guard the child God left under 
the wing of her care? Was there lax discipline, 
dearth of advice, or foolish neglect? We believe 
in progress in most things, and like to think of 
ever going ahead and carrying the flag of hope 
to a better day. As the rose has: evoluted from a 
tiny wild flower of the prairie to the American 
Beauty of our modern gardens, go can and so 
must the ways of the world improve with the roll- 
ing on of time; but we should not leave the old- 
fashioned home behind: we need its influence with 
with every forward step. The circle around the 
fireside, the family companionship, the advice of 
a noble, thoughtful mother -these are forces of 
light that sweep back the shadows and make this 
old: world sweeter and better.

And speaking of things moral reminds us of 
what a Richmond friend told us a few days ago. 
His duties take him out nearly all night, and pass- 
ing a roadhouse adjacent to thic city at half past 
two in the morning he noticed a little girl about 
fourteen. years old sitting in an automobile and 
crying. Our friend stopped and asked her what 
was the matter, and she replied that she was very 
cold, and her folks had been in the roadhouse for 
a long time. Half an hour later, on his return 
trip he saw a man come out of the house and 
engage the girl in conversation, urging her to go 
with him into the brothel. 

The rest of this story you will find on the front 
page in the local matter. 

We earnestly wish this Sabbath morning that 
we could say there were no such men and women 
in the w@ld, but there always have been and prob- 
ably there always will be. But what kind of a 
nan can it be that will so debase his honor and 
hise manhood as to assist in the downfall into 
sure and certain hell of his fellow men, and of 
women, and the debauchery of little girls, all for 
a few dollars of dirty money? Why is it that he 
would not rather go to work and do something 
honest and upright, and be able to look the world 
and the people in the face? Why is he dishonest, 
jishonorable, degenerate and criminal? Is he par- 
tially insane, or is it just the devil and him? Some 
day the father of some little girl will go there 
and kill somebody, and people will say he did 
just right. It is because of such things, such 
sorrowful happenings and crimes, that ghis depart- 
ment continually preaches the Fatherhood of God, 
and the Brotherhood of Man, and upholds the 
churches, temperance and all that makes toward 
good instead of evil, and we have no doubt but 
what the ministers and good people of Richmond 
this fine Sunday will pray for God’s help to stop 
such wrongs ard to . make the wrongdoers see 
that only integr.ty and decency can possibly bring 


At the little church at San Pablo, half a mile 
the other side of the editorial 2x4 ranch, there is 
a bell that rings out for services, Sundays and 
weekdays, and often very early in the morning, 
just as we are getting up to feed the chickens 
and the sun is getting up to help feed us all, and 
it makes a sweet music, clear and melodious and 
suggestive of prayer and other things Chirstlike. 
Most of the churches nowadays hive done away 
with their bells, and we miss their sound and their 
calling of the people to the house of worship. There 
jis something nice about the ringing of a church 
bell, and reminds one of the picture of “La 
Angeles,” where the peasant man and woman in 
the fleld garnering sween peas at their work and 
bow their heads at the ringing of the bell. This 
wicked old scribe does -not attend church very 
often, but when he does he likes a little old country 
church, with no stained glass windows, no plush 
carpet on the floor and with a bell in a steeple, 
where common folk mingle their spirits with that 
of Ohrist, who was also common. We have been 
in many swell churches in the big cities, from 
New York to San Francisco, where thousands of 
dollars per year per patron was paid for pew rent, 
and the congregation looked like a grand opera 
gathering, but always had doubts about God being 
there at all, although he might have been. There 
would be ushers in frock coast and the bald-headed 
old aristocrats in the high-backed pews did not 
look like Christians, thought they might have been 
--if they were their appearances were against them 
as a matter of circumstantial evidence. They 
looked more like bondholders, coupon-clippers and 
profiteers than followers of the meek and lowly 
Nazarene. yWe never saw a fisherman, like the 
apostles were, in any such gathering, unless fishers 
for suckers can be counted in that category, which 
is doubtful. We never prayed any while in such 
a church, but just rubbered, as the environments 
were not condusive to a desire to pray, unless it 
mignt have been for the Lord to have mercy upon 
those fat-headed old sinners who thought their fine 
raiment, diamond pins and red noses were signs of 
Christianity. 


It is different out here in the bounteous West 
and in Richmond. Our clergymen believe that a 
poor man has a soul, as well as a rich man, and 
they are doing a good work in the Lord's vine- 
yard, which might well be emulated by some of the 
ministers of the swell eastern churches, who 
haven't time to bother with a poor man or whether 
he has a soul or not, as there is nothing in it in 
the way of pew rent. 


One scientist claims.to .know that the human 
soul weighs less than four ounces. We do not 
know much about science, and could weigh hay 
better than souls, but doubt if some of them we 
have run across in the big edifices in New York 
and elsewhere weigh any more than a dust spot 
in the sunlight. But we know a lot of cowboys, 
miners, and all-round westeners, including hun- 
dreds of fine men and women in Richmond, work- 
ers and in all walks of life. who, while sporting 
no dress Bihit or plug hat, have souls in them that 
weigh a ton apiece. Yes, sir--a ton, and not an 
ounce less! Any maybe it is two tons! 

And it is to such’ people that these Sunday 
Morning Ghats are fired at, and it is a pleasure to 
write for such a people to read. We hope that 
as Richmond keeps on growing, until Alameda, 
Oakland, Berkeley and Richmond are all one great 
big metropolis, as will be in the not very distant 
future, that while we all grow and prosper, and 
many get rich, we will never cease to be just plain 
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any rewards in this world worth 
wrong brings nothing in the end 
regation and heartache.
